Reception to Final Year Students and Newly Qualified 
Practitioners. 

Taz Metropolitan Counties Branch has extended an 
invitation to the fourth and fifth year students in the 
twelve medical schools of London, and the practitioners who 
qualified in the last two years, to visit the House of the 
British Medical Association on Tuesday, February 11th, at 
5pm. Tea will be served in the members’ common room, 
and after it a lecture will be given in the Great Hall, by 
Professor F. R. Fraser, director of the medical professorial 
wit at St. Bartholomew’s Hospital. His address is 
entitled ‘‘ Before the finals and after.’’ It will be recalled 
that there have been four such annual addresses delivered 
previously. Mr. McAdam Eccles opened the series in 1926, 
when he discussed ‘‘ Some pitfalls of the final examination 
and: the first year of practice.’’ In the following year an 
address by Mr. E. B. Turner was read in his absence by 
Mr. Bishop Harman, the subject being “‘ Practice and types 
of patients.” In 1928 Dr. E. Graham Little, M.P., spoke on 
“The future of medical practice,’’ and in 1929 Dr. R. 
Cove-Smith discussed ‘‘ Some gaps in the medical curri- 
culum and how they can be filled.’’ It is hoped that every 
Iondon medical student nearing the final examinations 
will be present. 


The “ Revue Internationale.” 

Members who are interested in the Association Profes- 
sionnelle Internationale des Médecins, to which the British 
Medical Association is affiliated, and of which the Terue 
Internationale is the organ, will get much information from 
the latest number, published at the end of November. It 
contains a full account of the last conference in Berlin, 
vith a portrait group of those taking part, and a statement 
as to their official position in the bodies they represented. 
The subjects discussed at the conference were of great 


interest to all doctors concerned with medical politics and- 


organization, including discussions on the illegal practice 


| of medicine in different countries; the need for an organiza- 


tion for the individual defence of the doctor (in which, 
incidentally, it was shown that France and Great Britain 
are the only two countries in which this problem has 

n comprehensively handled); administrative methods in 
tonexion with maternal mortality ; and the burning question 
of the position of the doctor in relation to road accidents. 
Much useful information is also given about the present 
Position of the profession in regard to national health 
istrance. The Medical Secretary has a few copies of the 
Revue, which he would be glad to distribute to members 
who are interested and who have a good working knowledge

Transferred Poor Law Medical Officers and 
Superannuation, 

Under the Local Government Act, 1929, Poor Law medical 
officers who are subject to the provisions of the Poor Law 
Officers Superannuation Act, 1896, and who are transferred 
for duty to a local authority which has adopted the Local 
Government and Other Officers Superannuation Act, 1922, 
have an option—which must be exercised within three 
months after the appointed day, April 1st, 1930—of 
remaining under the 1896 Act or transferring to that of 
122, if the authority to which they are transferred has 
adopted the latter Act. Inquiries have already been 
received as to which is the more advantageous course to 
pursue. The answer to this ,question depends on the 
circumstances of the particular case, each one having to 
be judged on its merits. Through the kind offices of the 
National Association of Local Government Officers, the 
Medical Secretary has received a document prepared by 
the National Poor Law Officers’ Association, which sets out 
in detail a comparison of the two schemes. This document 
will be very helpful to those who are in doubt, and they 
can obtain a copy of it on application to the Medical Secre- 
tary, B.M.A. House, Tavistock Square, W.C.1. 


Medical Members of Local Authorities, —_- 

The Medical Secretary will be glad to have particulars 
from all medical men and women who are members of local 
authorities and who hold appointments under the guardians 
which wili, on April 1st, compel them to make a decision 
as to whether they will resign those appointments or resign 
their membership of the local authorities. Several practi- 
tioners in this position have already written to the British 
Medical Association, but it is important that detailed 
information should be in the possession of the Association in 
respect of all such practitioners. The particulars required 
are: (1) nature of paid office held; (2) how long it has 
been held; (3) name of local authority of which the practi- 
tioner is a member; (4) how long a member of that autho- 
rity; and (5) any offices held under the authority, such as 
chairman of a committee, etc. 


Medical Appointments Abroad, 

The head office of the British Medical Association has 
a good deal of information placed at its disposal by its 
Branches overseas, which may be very useful to those 
proposing to accept medical appointments abroad. Practi- 
tioners are cordially invited to apply to the Medical 
Secretary, B.M.A. House, Tavistock Square, W.C.1, for 
any information that may be available regarding overseas 
appointments in which they may be interested.

“A NATIONAL DENTAL SERVICE.

Tur Council of the British Medical Association is*at present 
engaged, through several of its committees, in considering 
how best it can co-ordinate or combine a number of pro- 
posals which have been put forward in accordance with 
the policy of the Association into a scheme for a really 
national medical or health service which it might promul- 
gate for public consideration and discussion. A report by 
the National Dental Service Committee of the British 
Dental Association, entitled ‘: Dental treatment and 
national health,’ is therefore of more than ordinary 
interest just at this time, not only because facilities for 
dental treatment must have a prominent place in any 
national health service, but also because the details of 
any dental scheme must have relation to, and a bearing 
upon, corresponding details of any scheme for medical 
service, and vice versa. In considering this report of the 
National Dental Service Committee, however, it sheuld 
always be remembered that the present conditions in the 
dental profession are in many respects different from those 
obtaining in the medieal prefession, and that the condi- 
tions under which dental treatment can be given, both as 
to time and place, differ materially from those which 
necessarily apply to medical treatment. The relatively 
greater willingness of the dental profession to accept the 
appointment of whole-time officers for purposes cf treat- 
ment, and the emphasis laid upon the organization of 
treatment centres, are both the evidence and the outcome 
of these different conditions. 

The National Dental Service Committee evidently looks 
with some longing to the establishment of a scheme for 
dental attention such as that outlined in paras. 116 to 127 
of the Interim Report of the Ministry of Health Consulta- 
tive Council on Medical and Allied Services (sometimes 
referred to as the Dawson Report), issued some ten vears 
ago. Meanwhile the committee wishes to extend the 
present inadequate provision, and has in view the following 
services: 

1. Dental treatment of expectant and nursing mothers and for 
children up to 5 years of age. 

2. Dental inspection and treatment of all children of school age. 

3. Dental treatment of adolescents. 

4. Dental treatment for all persons insured under the National 
Health Insurance Act and for all other adults who are unable 
to afford dental treatment by private dental practitioners. 

5. Dental treatment as an essential clement in cases of tuber- 
culosis and of venereal disease. 

6. The institution of a co-ordinated scheme for education in oral 
hygiene, which would be simple in its application and general in 
iis ineidence, but with particular attention to the young, with the 
object of preventing dental disease. 


It is recognized, of course, that valuable work has already 


_ been done under these headings, but hitherto it has been 


irregular in its-application and limited in its amount. 

In order that all such dental work should be properly 
co-ordinated and controlled the committee advocates the 
formation of a dental section of the Ministry of Heakh 
under a dental cirector. It suggests that wherever this 
dentat work is of a relatively permanent and continuous 
nature and of sufficient volume the main part of it should 
be done by appointed whole-time dental officers, but that 


where part-time officers are utilized it should be g 
sessional basis with appropriate remuneration, The 
mittee states that the public dental services have hithors 
attracted two kinds of dentists—those who wish to ae:

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THE VACCINATION ORDER, 1930. 


Tue Minister of Health, in view of the transference of 
functions relating to the Vaccination Acts from the guar- 
dians to the new authorities under the Local Government 
Act, 1929, has issued a new Vaccination Order, dated 
January 3rd, which rescinds the Vaccination Orders from 
1998 to 1929, and takes their place from April 1st next. ¥: 

The Order is forwarded to the new vaccination authorities, 

ther with a memorandum summarizing the main statu- 
"tory provisions governing vaccination. The memorandum 
es as an introduction to the Order itself, and is com- 
mended to the careful consideration of the councils con- 
ed. These councils are, for the whole of England 
and Wales except London, the county councils and county 
horough councils. In London, however, the vaccination 
grvice is to be administered by the Common Council of 
the City of London and the metropolitan borough councils 
for their respective areas. ‘‘ The council”’ is defined to 
include “any committee duly authorized to discharge 
functions relating to vaccination on behalf of a council.’ 
these functions are to be considered as relating to 
ublic health, it is reasonable to suppose that the Public 
Health Committee of each council will be duly authorized 
to represent the council. 

While certain amendments are introduced into the 
Order, in the main it is a consolidation of the provisions 
of the various Orders which it replaces, and it is expressly 
stated that the rescinding of these Orders shall not affect 
the validity of any contract for public vaccination made 
with them, and that the public vaccinator thereunder shall 
continue to perform the same duties and to be paid 
the same remuneration as heretofore. In a number of 
instances, however, a Poor Law union extends into more 
than one county, county borough, or metropolitan borough, 
and a special circular has been issued to the guardians of 
such unions, suggesting a method of dealing with the 
transference of the contracts of their public vaccinators. 


DETERMINATION OF Extsttnc Contracts, 

Under Section 113 of the Local Government Act, 1929, 
the liabilities attaching to the vaccination contracts in 
these unions will pass to the council of the county, etc., in 
which the larger part of the rateable value of the union is 
situated; the responsibility for the administration of 
vaccination in what may be termed the outlying districts 
or institutions will pass to the council of the county in 
which they are geographically situated. Liability for 
cntract and administration of function will thus be dis- 
sociated, and it is suggested that the guardians should, in 
such instances, give notice determining, on March 31st 
next, the contracts of all public vaccinators who hold 
their appointments for districts or institutions outside the 
county to which the liability for the contracts is trans- 
ferred. This action is dictated solely by the technical 
difficulties of transference, and though twenty-eight days’ 
tiotice only is needed, it is suggested that the notices 
should be given immediately. In order to complete the 
transference, it will be necessary for the new council 
authorities to enter into fresh contracts from April 1st 
next, and it is suggested in the memorandum to these 
authorities that they should proceed to prepare such con- 
tracts as soon as they receive information from the 
guardians that notices determining the existing contracts 
are being issued, and should submit them to the Minister 
hot later than March 1st next. The contracts should be 
entered into with the same public vaccinators as have 
received notice from the guardians, so that continuity may 
be preserved. Where a Poor Law union is wholly com- 
prised within one county, county borough, or metropolitan 
borough, no difficulty “will arise, for the liabilities in 
regard to contracts and the vaccination functions will be 
transferred together. 

While, therefore, it is expected that for a time the 
Present vaccination districts will be maintained and the 
Present public vaccinators will be appointed to them upon 
ne existing terms, it is added: ‘ After the appointed day 
twill, of course, be open to the council to review the 
Working of the arrangements and to submit for the 
Minister’ s approval such readjustments, if any, of the 


public vaccinators’ districts as may seem to them to be 
necessary.”’ 
SuMMaRy or THE New Orper. 

Turning back to the Vaccination Order, the most impor- 
tant amendments have reference to the position of the 
vaccination officer, and the Minister proposes later on to 
discuss with the local authorities the general question 
of the tenure of appointment of Poor Law officers and 
others. The Minister reserves also for later and more 
mature consideration the general question of the policy 
to be adopted by H.M. Government in regard to the 
Vaccination Acts themselves. 

The second and third articles of the Order, which may 
be cited as the Vaccination Order, 1930, deal with matters 
of interpretation and relation to existing Orders and con- 
tracts. Articles 4 to 6 deal with the qualifications of 
public vaccinators. These are that the public vaccinator 
or his deputy must be a registered medical practitioner 
who produces or has produced as a condition of entry for 
a qualifying examination, a certificate of proficiency in 
vaccination given by a person whom the Minister has. 
authorized to act for the purpose. The form of contract 
varies according as the vaccinator is appointed for a dis- 
trict or for an institution, and is contained in the first 
and second schedules appended to the Order, 


Fees of Public Vaccinators. 
The minimum fees are specified in the articles men- 
tioned, and remain as before: (a) one shilling for each 
child registered or resident in the public vaccinators’ 
district whose name is notified to him by the vaccination 
officer, or whom he himself vaccinates; (b) half a crown 
for vaccination at his surgery or elsewhere than at the 
home of children from 1 to 14, or older persons; (c) half 
a crown for revaccination at surgery or elsewhere than 
at the home of the person vaccinated; (d) five shillings 
for domiciliary primary vaccination; (e) not less than half 
a crown for domiciliary revaccination in London or urban 
districts with a population of not less than 50,000, and in 
other districts not less than three shillings and sixpence; 
(f) except that where more than one person is vaccinated 
or revaccinated within a period of twenty-four consecutive 
hours at one and the same house, or on any premises 
(other than the public vaccinator’s surgery) whereon those 
persons were together present at any time during that 
period, the fee for all cases after the first is to be a 
matter of arrangement embodied in the contract. 


Amendments of Existing Orders. 

Articles 7 to 10 deal with the duties of public vaccinators, 
and these are unaltered except that a period of six weeks 
is substituted for one month within which the public 
vaccinator is to return his list to the vaccination officer. 
The instructions to vaccinators under contract contained 
in the third schedule of the Order remain as in the Order 
of last year. 

Articles 11 to 18 are concerned with the vaccination 
officer, his appointment, districts, and tenure of office, 
remuneration and conditions of service, reports, duties, 
and expenses. Here much more power is given to the 
council than was possessed by the guardians, and instead 
of being to a large extent in an independent position, 
having to ‘‘ obey all lawful orders of the guardians which 
are applicable to his office’ (V.O. 1898), the vaccination 
officer is now to ‘‘ observe and fulfil all orders of the 
Minister and all lawful regulations or directions of the 
council or of any duly appointed committee or any superior 
officer affecting his office.’”? His continuance in office may 
be terminated by three months’ notice if the Minister 
shall ‘‘ consider it desirable that his duties should cease 
or should be modified,” or “ at any time before or at the 
expiration of the first year of service’’ with the consent 
of the Minister. As far as remuneration is concerned, 
the council may please itself, but if the vaccination officer 
is not paid a fixed salary certain minimum fees are 
retained, and additional payment for extraordinary 
services sanctioned, 

Article 19 specifies a change in the forms to be used for 
the purposes of the Vaccination Acts. The usual formula 
has been that such and such a notice shall be in Form X 
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SUPPLEMENT 19

‘‘ or forms to the like effect.””, Every form provided for by 
the Order in future “ shall’? be used in its provided form, 
except the request by a parent which ‘‘ may” be in 
Form G. 

Form A,. the notice of requirement of vaccination issued 
by the registrar, is as it was modified in the Order of 
last year, including the instruction: ‘‘ 1f, in his opinion, 
the child requires medical treatment in consequence of the 
vaccination, it will be the duty of the public vaccinator to 
attend and prescribe such treatment as may be required 
without charge to you.’”’ Also, “ If application is made 
to the public vaccinator at any time, he will revaccinate 
the child free of cost. to the parent or guardian. 
Revaccination is desirable after the child reaches the 
age of 5 years, and again after it reaches the age of 
14 years.” 

Accounts are to be made up to the last days of March, 
June, September, and December, instead of to the ordinary 
quarter days as under the 1898 and previous Orders; and 
the cliuse of the contract, ‘“‘no payment shall be made 
... in respect of any vaccination or revaccination, the 
particulars of which shall not be entered in the vaccinator’s 
register, except in the case of any omission which shall be 
explained to the satisfaction of the guardians ”’ is put in 
the positive form ‘* that payment may be made. . . if the 
omission has been explained to the satisfaction of the 
eouncil,”’ 

In comparing the form of district contract with that 
for institutions, two discrepancies have been noted. In the 
list of duties, the word ‘* or”? has been omitted in para- 
graph (2) of the district contract, but is retained in the 
institutional contract, whereas in paragraph (5) of the 
latter form of contract the word ‘‘ otherwise ’’ is omitted, 
but is retained in the corresponding paragraph 6 of the 
district contract.

As an alternative Mr. Alcock 
performed, in March, 1929, Fett pee sympathectomy; in two 
months the ulcer was healed and all pain was gone. The foot 
was shown to be quite warm, and the scar of the perforating ulcer 
was not tender. An ulcer had recently appeared on the stump 
of the left leg, and Mr. Alcock proposed to repeat the sym- 

thectomy on that side. Since March advanced Charcot’s disease 
Rad manifested itself in the right knee-joint; the Wassermann 
reaction was positive and the patient had all the signs and 
symptoms of tabes. The case was of great interest and the result 
of sympathectomy very striking. 

Dr. E. N. Davey exhibited two cultures from the throat of a 
patient with septic tonsils—one planted direct and the other a 
subculture after the swab had been incubated for twenty-four 
hours in the patient’s own blood. The method brought out the 
** pathogen selective’’ property of the patient’s blood for the 
particular haemolytic streptococcus present, and indicated vaccine 
therapy in certain cases after local treatment of the tonsils and 
their removal. He also showed a slide of a tumour from a 
ruptured ectopic gestation, removed by operation from a woman 
aged 60. Twenty years before she missed three periods and 
then had severe abdominal pain; her subsequent menstrual 
history was normal. Mr. Alcock had removed a tumour the size 
of a grape fruit situated in the broad ligament, and the section 
clearly showed chorionic villi. 


Merropouitan Counties Branco: CaMBERWELL Division. 
A mezetinG of the Camberwell Division was held ‘at the Bermondsey 
and Rotherhithe Hospital on December 10th, 1929, when Mr. R, C. 
Harkness was in the chair. 

Dr. Joun Parkinson gave an address on nih blood pressure. 
The condition was described as a general cardio-vascular hyper- 
trophy, especially in the middle coats of muscular arteries and the 
left ventricle of the heart. This was usually followed by degenera- 
tion of the muscular tissue and secondary renal changes. Dr. 
Parkinson mentioned the more common signs and symptoms, the 
thickened arteries, the transient paralysis, the insomnia, ete. In 
diagnosis, he added, the following conditions should be remem- 
bered: neurasthenia, arterio-sclerosis, aortic incompetence, and 
myocardia! disease. A general limitation of activities should be 
the aim in treatment—a moderation in all things, 

The address was highly appreciated by those present, and on 
the motion of Dr. Kinc Brown, and seconded by Dr. Stone, a 
hearty vote of thanks was unanimously accorded to Dr. Parkinson 
for his address.

Great 
interest was aroused by Dr. Deck’s talk, and, following a vote 
of thanks proposed by Dr. Unwin, and seconded by Dr. Rovnp, 
an invitation to visit the clinic early in the new year was accepted 
on behalf of the Division. 


Metropouitan Counties BrancH: Lewisnam Division. 
A meEeTING of the Lewisham Division was held on December 17th, 
1929, at the Town Hall, Catford, S.E.6, when Dr. G. W. 
Cuarstey, chairman of the Division, presided. 

Dr. G. DowtinG read a paper on dermatological operations, and 
showed the instruments he used—namely, a galvano-cautery, a 
carbon dioxide snow apparatus, and a small diathermy set. 
Vascular naevi, moles, warts. keratoses, and sebaceous cysts were 
treated in this way. Carbon dioxide snow could, he said, be 
applied with a camel-hair brush when acetone was added; a 14 lb. 
cylinder should last a year. Port wine and strawberry stains 
were treated with snow applied for 15 to 20 seconds, and beyond 
the margin of the naevus. Cavernous naevi should be injected 
with quinine urethane when thrombosis occurred; 1/2 to 1 c.cm. 
could be injected. Ignipuncture or a diathermy needle was 
used for papillary varices and moles on the face and neck; no 
local anaesthetic was required. Seborrhoeic warts should be 
painted with pure carbolic acid. Diathermy was used for flat 
warts and venereal warts, the patient being anaesthetized. The 
best caustic was 100 per cent. trichloracetic acid. In hypertrichosis 
diathermy would destroy 100 hairs per hour. 

In the subsequent discussion Drs. CHarstey, Bucnan, Evans, 
Jacoss, and Beattie took part, and a vote of thanks was accorded 
to the lecturer.
